The Officers of the Viftualling at the other Ports, are ſhewn in Table III. and the 
daily Allowance of Proviſions for each Man in the Navy, in Table IV. 

This is the Allowance of Proviſions ; but it muſt be obſerved, that the Purſer being 
allowed one-eighth of the Beer, for Leakage, the real Quantity for each Seaman is ſeven 
Pints a Day. Yet, as they want Veſſels to contain it, it is not ſerved out to them in 
Quantities, but each Man is allowed to drink what he pleaſes. 

When the Ship has been ſo long at Sea, as to expend all the Beer, then each Seaman 
is allowed a Pint of Wine a Day, if the Ship is in the Mediterrenean ; half a Pint of 
Rum, if in the Weſt-Indies; half a Pint of Brandy, if in the North Seas, or the Bay of 
Biſcay ; or half a Pint of Arrack, if in the Eaft-Indies, in lieu of their Beer. But, leſt 
the raw Spirits ſhould be of Prejudice to their Health, it is always mixed with twice the 
Quantity of Water, before it is iſſued out to the Seamen. 

In like Manner, balf a Pound of Rice is ſometimes delivered in lieu of a Pint of Oat- 
meal; and a Pint of Olive Oil in lieu of a Pound of Butter, or two Pounds of Cheeſe ; 
when thoſe Articles are expended. 7 | 

Although the Allowance of Peas and Oatmeal is ſettled, yet the Men are allowed as 
much asthey will eat, it being boiled for them by the Cook. 


To preſerve the Seamen's Health, they may, once a Week, change their Meat for 
Puddings, in the following Proportion: Ce ad i974 :
